Use ai pressure to 


keep drill biting, but do not push hard enough to stall motor or deflect bit. To 


minimize stalling on breaking through the material, reduce pressure on drill and 
ease the bit through last part of hole. 


6. Hold drill firmly to control the twisting action of the drill,
